Soviet’s World WarIIHero 
Marshal Georgi Khrushev Dies

Soviet Union confirmed today 
the death of Marshal Georgi K. 
Zhukov, its greatest hero of 
World War II, and said his 
funeral will be held Friday. 
Zhukov died Tuesday after­ 
noon in a Kremlin hospital at 
age 77, but official confirmation 
came only 
today when 
the 
Defense Ministry informed fo­ 
reign m i I i t a ry at t aches. 
The 
official 
Soviet 
news 
agency Tass afterward carried 
a nine-word bulletin announcing 
the death Zhukov, who won 
stunning victories at the gates 
of Moscow'’ but fell from power 
in the inner chambers of the 
Kremlin. 
Unofficial Soviet sources re­ 
ported his death a day before 
the official agencies. 
The sources said Zhukov, the 
man some historians called the 
“Eisenhower of Russia” for his 
successful defense of Moscow 
and capture of Berlin, died 
Tuesday 
afternoon 
at 
the 
Kremlin hospital after suffering 
a heart attack. 
He 
had 
been 
hospitalized 
since December, a short time 
after making his last known 
public 
appearance 
at 
the 
funeral 
of 
his 
47-year-old 
second wife who died of cancer. 
During Zhukov’s stormy ca­ 
reer, 
the 
military 
planner 
climbed to the upper reaches of 
power in the Soviet Union. But 
he was denounced as a coward 
by dictator Josef V. Stalin after 
his stunning 
World War 
II 
victories. 
The late Prem ier Nikita S. 
Khrushchev rehabilitated Zhu­ 
kov as defense minister but 
then fired him a three months 
later for "Bonapartism." 
Born Dec.

in a 
peasant 
village

Russia, the 5-foot-6-inch, blue­ 
eyed 
Zhukov 
rose 
quickly 
through the ranks of senior 
.Soviet officers thinned by the 
Stalinist purges. He became 
chief of staff in 1941 when Nazi 
forces were bludgeoning the 
Russia's Western front .

Nazis from Moscow in 1941 and 
capturing Berlin in IMS, he had 
a key role in virtually every 
major battle involving the Red 
Army.

Ziegler denied that the trip 
was undertaken as an attempt 
to stave off impeachment, but 
said he could not predict how 
the President’s diplomacy af­ 
fected his Watergate troubles. 
“ I can’t judge,” he said. “ I 
think the American people will 
have to be the judges.” 
But, he continued, "if they 
look at the President’s, record 
of accomplishments and exam­ 
ine it with an open mind, that 
is

W atergate behind us, and I 


think it is due time it is put 
behind us because I think there 
are things to do.” 
“Totally Astounded” 
Ziegler said he was unaware 
whether Nixon had discussed 
his impeachment problem with 
Arab or Israeli leaders but 
added the officials he talked to

“totally astounded” and “baf­ 
fled” by the "unfairness” of the 
situation. 
Nixon was praised by his 
hosts, who made it clear that 
they want him in the White 
House. King Hussein of Jordan

terms of courage and wisdom 
but particularly in terms of our 
dedication in the cause of peace 
in the whole world.

The Gallup poll’s findings arc 
interesting, but we don't even 
need such a poll to assure us 
c learly th a t, w hatever our 
problems, liberty is indeed alive 
and well in America.

Every year I dread the month 
of June. Since it is my birthday 
month, I must always check on 
renewal of my driver's license. 
It is also the month to purchase 
license plates and pay the state 
excise tax. for those of us whose 
names end in “W." This year, to 
further com plicate m atters, I 
had a 
son 
starting 
driver’s 
training who had to have a 
parent accompany him in ob­ 
taining a “ beginner’s perm it." 
M any 
of 
the 
previous 
problems have been worked out, 
and 
the 
B ureau 
is 
being 
operated even more efficiently 
than in the past. Also, I un­ 
d e rsta n d 
th at 
in 
sm a lle r 
com m ifnities. 
the 
sam e 
problems and frut rat ions do not 
exist. However, by law, I must 
purchase auto plates in 
my 
county of residence, and all of 
the problem s are still there. 
Armed 
with 
a 
handful 
of 
tra n q u iliz e rs and a pocket 
bulging with money, I took the 
usual, day from work to transact 
the required business and m ake 
my forced contribution to the 
Republican party. All branches 
except one in Marion County 
have been, taken over by a 
private corporation organized 
by the party in power. 
The Hoosier Motor Club was 
perm itted to retain its branch. 
With 
clean 
and 
spacious 
quarters, sufficient and cour­ 
teous employes, and a guard to 
m ain tain 
an even 
flow' 
of 
custom ers,

service grew. As a result, they 
now limit service to “ m em bers 
only." It m ay come to the point 
where 
we all

private clubs to obtain branch

Anyway, we went to a local 
branch and got in a long line 
behind an 83 year old woman. In 
her age group, she must take the 
written and driving exam every 
two years. She had been in 
various lines for more than 
three hours and was far from 
finished. After each step, she 
was required to return to the 
end of the line for the next move. 
She told u s : "When you get to be 
my age you will learn patien­ 
ce.” 
Line hopping was the rule, 
with no one aviiable to tell you 
w here to go. The h a rrie d , 
overloaded employes, were curt 
and short tem pered, and I would 
undoubtedly have been worse 
under sim ilar circum stances. 


A woman, appearing to be an 
office m anager tried, to speed, up 
the process. She advised all 
those needing eye examinations 
to step up to the machine. A 
telephone call disrupted her, 
and she for got to return,,, instead 
moving on to other roadblocks. 
Untended, the eye machine line 
drifted back to the end of other 
lines, only to be1 recalled much 
later. 
When you were lucky enough 
to reach the front of the line, the 
pnxftss with new com pter, was 
fast and efficent. 
License branch manager is a 
patronage reward, 
and 
pick 
political faithful as workers. 
They are not subject to control 
by 
elected officials. 
Enough 
employes to provide fast ef­ 
ficient, courteous service, and 
you might not make a. profit 
'before 'political control changes, 
and out you go. 
A political party has no 
legitim ate business providing

patrons. Branches should be 
responsive to the needs of the 
people rather than the party.

Non-Nutritive Fiber 
Non-nutritive fiber ( N N F) is a 
new angle in the quest for an­ 
swers to the riddle of heart 
disease. The phrase refers to 
n a tu ra lly -o cc u rrin g .fiber in 
foods. Sometimes, we call it 
roughage. 
The study of NNF is refresh­ 
ing in 
research. 
For 
if its 
presence in the diet does in­ 
fluence 
the 
development 
or 
prevention of heart disease, it 
may be due to its mechanical 
function in nutrition. Such fiber 
is not easily broken down and 
absorbed bv the bodv. hence, it 
is 
called 
“ n on -n u tritiv e.” 
Instead, it influences what 
happens to other elements in 
metabolism. 
Like Police Work? 
One aspect of this function of 
NNF. which might be compared 
to police work. Philadelphia's 
Dr. D avid K ritchevsky has 
found that fiber works in the 
intestinal tract to “ bind" bile 
salts which are produced from 
cholesterol. The bound bile sails 
are then excreted by the body. 
In a sense it is as if the fiber 
“arrested ” the bile salts and led 
(hem away. 
The supposed beneficial effect 
of this, regarding heart disease, 
is that 'th e body then makes 
more bile salts from 
stored 
reserved of cholesterol. The net 
resylt is a significant lowering 
of cholesterol in the blood. 
Thus a whole new dietary 
approach has opened up for the 
physician who wishes to lower 
his patient's blood cholesterol 
level. And, interestingly, for 
conservative nutritionists like 
myself, this leads doctors back 
to the good old balanced*diet 
composed of a wide variety of 
common foods that we have 
urged people to consume for so 
long. 
Specifically, it means people 
should eat 
more 
fruits 
and 
vegetables - another practice 
nu tritio nists 
hav e 
alw ays 
recommended - for fruits and 


vegetables will put NNF into 
your diet. 
Another interest in fiber in the 
diet was highlighted recently in 
the British medical journal, The 
Lancet. This time the concern 
was an international study of 
mortality data that suggested 
individuals with lower levels of 
blood cholesterol 
were more 
likely to develop colon cancer. 
Possible Reason Cited 
The authors (which included 
Chicago’s Jerem iah Stamler, 
M. D., and Minnesota’s Ancei 
Keys, Ph. D., both enthusiasts 
for 
c h o le s te r o l-lo w e r in g 
p o ly u n satu rated 
fat 
d iets) 
concluded that the higher in­ 
cidence of colon cancer might 
be because “ in some individuals 
the intestines were more ex­ 
tensively colonized with bile- 
degrading bacteria, perhaps as 
a result of a higher intake of 
polyunsaturated fat or a lower 
intake of fiber.” 
Perhaps we'll get back to the 
sense that grandm a used to 
m ake 
when 
she 
insisted 
everybody should get enough 
roughage in their diets,

Boston Rates Highest 
In Cost Of Living 


BOSTON (UPI) - If you 
count prestige in dollars and 
cents, Boston has lots of it —so 
much so that the city is the 
most expensive in which to live 
in America. 
According to figures released 
over the weekend by the U.S. 
Bureau of Labor 
Statistics, 
Boston leads all other cities in 
the nation as to the cost of 
living. The greater New York 
area ranked second. Hartford, 
Conn., was third. 
Similar surveys in the past 
also showed Boston has had the 
dubious 
distinction 
over 
a 
period of years. 
The Bureau said an average 
family of four in Boston would 
require $14,893 to live on an 
' ‘intermediate ’ * level —12,267 
above the average of 37 other 
mainland cities surveyed. 
Only Anchorage, Alaska, and 
Honolulu were more expensive 
with figures of $16,520 and 
$14,937 respectively. 
The 
report 
showed 
the 
average cost of goods and 
ervices jumped 9.7 per cent 
between the fall of 1972 and the 
fall of 1973 when the survey 
was conducted. 
The survey included taxes as 
well 
as 
“those 
goods 
and 
services making up the day-to- 
day necessities of life" —food, 
housing, transportation, cloth­ 
ing and medical care and other 
“family consumption costs.” 
Family of Four 
A. hypothetical family in the 
survey was made up of a 38- 
year-old husband employed full 
time, his “non-working” wife, a 


13-year-old boy and an 8-year- 
old girl.

highest food bill and the highest 
personal income-tax payments.,, 
according to the report. 


Living costs in the greater 
New York area and nearby 
northern New Jersey averaged 
$14,448. The same family in 
Hartford needed $13,721, the 
report said. 


San Francisco was fourth at 
$13,378 and Buffalo, N.Y., was 
fifth at $13,223. 


The 1973 Statistics showed a 
12 per cent jump in food costs 
and a 3.2 percent increase in 
housing costs over 1972.

Monkeys are being hoarded 
on world markets like precious 
gold and oil. The shortage could 
seriously impair medical re­ 
search and eventually eliminate 
pet monkey sales. 
Dr. W. Richard 
Dukelow, 
head of the endocrine research 
unit at Michigan State, said 
some 
56,000 
monkeys 
are 
needed each year in the U.S. to 
keep up with 
research de­ 
mands. 
Virtually 
all 
species 
of 
primates are being held ransom 
by the governments of their 
native 
lands 
for 
political, 
economic* and environmental 
reasons, he said. 
“A number of factors, includ­ 
ing heavy lumbering of monkey 
habitats, the Vietnam War and 
political 
alignments 
have 
caused a rather severe short­ 
age of monkeys in the United 
States,” Dukelow said. 
“Next year, India will cut its 
export of rhesus monkeys from 
60,000 to 30,000.” 
Rhesus Prises Up 
Rhesus monkeys, the chief 
species used in medical studies, 
are vital in the study of polio 
and other human diseases.

gone from $40 to $100 and may 
top $400 within the next few 
years.
